An early May storm, powered by 
tornadic winds, tore a path of de­ 
struction across Die midwest yes­ 
terday. Seven persons were killed 
and scorn injured. 


Property damage across a nine- 
state are was expected to mount 
into the millions of dollars, 
The violent winds 
which reached 
gusts of IOO miles en hour in some 
areas—battered the weather-weary 
North Central states all day and 
into the night. 
Tornadoes struck 
at two areas in M innesota, 
There was snow, rain, hail and 
blinding dust Flood waters plagued 
some sections, a huge low pressure 
area extended over the entire north 
central part of the nation. 


Widespread Damage 
The intense storm was over north­ 
ern Minnesota early today. High 
winds continued over mast of the 
rn id we* t but the U. S. Weather bu­ 
reau said they would diminish dur­ 
ing the day The storm moderated 
as it moved northeastw ard into In­ 
diana. Michigan and Ohio. 
There was widespread damage to 
homes, business buildings, autom o­ 
biles, power lines, poles and shins 
Livestock losses were heavy in some 
states. 
Three persons last their lives in 
the storm which swept over Iowa. 
Two were killed in Wisconsin and 
one each in Ne bra. ka and Texas 
Two traffic deaths in Illinois were 
attributed to the storm. 
The strong winds whipped freshly 
fallen snow across the western prairie 
lands of the Dakotas and Nebraska.
